“THE LABORER IS WORTHY” 


Something of a row has been stirred 
up at Ottawa because the Government pro- 
poses to pay some of the postal employees 
for the work they have been doing. ‘The 
men in question went on strike ten years 
ago. They were allowed to re-enter the 
service as “new men”. 
had had experience, they were not new 
men in fact. They were able to do, and 
have been doing, work to which inexperi- 
enced men would not have been assigned. 
gut they have been drawing only the 
wages of beginners. The Government 
proposes to pay them the difference be- 
tween what they have received and the 
regular rate of pay of men doing the same 
‘ind of work. 

This, it is objected, is encouraging 
“anarchy”, because the men once went on 
Strike. That is aside from the point. 
Either the men should not have been al- 
lowed to re-enter the service at all, or they 
should be paid the going rate of pay for 
the work they have been doing. If a mis- 
take was made it was in allowing them to 
come back, or in setting them to duties 
which do not fall to beginners. But, hav- 
ing been allowed to come back, and to do 
advanced work, why should they be cheat~ 
ed? Anarchy will not be curbed by de- 
frauding Government employees of pay 
which they have honestly earned. :

Now, there is no dodging the fact that many ailly 
investigations steal the livery of research in our unl- 
versities;; mediocre men, incapable of creative gen- 
eralizaiton from facts, give themselves the air of 
scientists by keeping very busy gathering facts that 
may have little significance; but these men who 
struggle to look like researchers are but the price we 
have to pay in the struggle to swing the pendulum 
from the old sort of scholar who thought the end of 
scholarship was to eit still and brood 

And, year by year, the absurdities that have crept 
into the religion of research are being weeded out, and 
we are insisting on reality in research. 

But the problem our democracies face is this: Will 
democracy be far-sighted enough to foot the bill for 
that impractical looking sort of research into the 
fundamental laws of life and of the physical universe 
which ts the soil out of which must grow all of our 
intensively practical research that results in new 
methods and new instruments for better living and 
more effective working? 

To date, modern industry has been about as short 
Sighted as political democracy in this matter, for 
every year it is becoming harder to hold in our uni- 
versity laboratories the most brilliant research men in 
the fundamental fields of science; they are being 


| bought off with high salaries and elaborate equipment 


by the great industries. 


If industry strips our university laboratories of 


their most brilliant men in this generation, who will | 


train the research men to man the laboratories of in- 
dustry in the next generation? 

If industry does not see this problem, governments 
must, if even the industrial prosperity of the next 
generation is to be protected.

Other mind-doctors place the main 
emphasis on the feeling of unreality, 
basing this in turn on a deep-seated 
emotional apathy or absence of real 
emotion, Again in Freudian vein, as 
what one professes is often precisely 
whet one lacks (this is called a de- 
fense reaction), the statement that 
“my sensitiveness has no limits” be- 
trays the underlying fact that it ts 
shallow, Wishing to care and with 
a strong drive to care, there ts even 
a stronger resistance, or coldness, 
The patient blows hot and cold at 
the same time, The latter ts the more 
authentic, ts the deeper emotion. All 
this may apply to this case, and it 
may not, 

The two views are not wholly in- 
compatible, There may be a real 
apathy and a Freudian element in its 
expression, The only advice one can 
give is to have the situation thor- 
oughly examined by one who is ex- 
pert in just such cases, All this may 
sound pretty deep and involved to 
the many readers with perfectly nor- 
mal minds and untroubled emotions, 
who have no such conflicts and can't 
understand how anybody can be so 
“queer.” Fortunately, this is the nor- 
mallot, yet, it will do no harm for 
aff of us to know that there are such 
cases, and that they may exist among 
our friends and we know nothing of 
it all, It is just such cases as have 
given rise to the practice of psycho- 
analysis—a technique to find out 
what at bottom you really are.
